In the past there was little that could 


Very recently, how- 
ever, highly skilled Fun;eons have per- 
fectea several operations for the correc- 
tion of some of these defects. It is still 
rot possible i/o correct all, but whenever 
one of these heart defects is present a 
careful study should be made by the 
doctor to determine whether it is of the 
type that surgery can benefit. 


Ona of these defects which responds 


well to operation is known as paten; 
duccus arterioscs. 


Xcrmaily. the blood which comes from 


the heart to the large artery, known as 
the aorta, is carried 
thence 
through, 


smaller and smaller vessels to the entire 
body. In patent ductus arceriosns. how- 
ever, there is a kind of short; circuiting of 
the blood to the lungs at the expense of 
all other tissues. Instead of traTeling; its 
normal course, the blood is allowed to 
pass from the aorta into the arterv which, 
goes to ;he iun^s by .way of a blood 
vessel that is always open before birth. 


The signs of this condition consist of 


a loud heart murmur or sound which 
occurs with the beating of the heart: A 
thrill is also felt over the heart. The pulse 
pressure is increased. The pulse pressure 
is the difference between the pressure 
when the heart contracts and when it is 
relaxed. The child with this condition is 
usually underweight and is unable to 
exercise as vigorously as a normal child 
though the heart itself is only moderately 
enlarged.
